UJA  campaign  over  target 


Extra  tunds  mean  more  money  to  support  needed  programs

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  commu- 
nity, the  UJA  campaign  2001  has  welcome 
news  for  agencies  helping  the  frail  elderly, 
the  disabled  and  organizations  that  strength- 
en Jewish  identity  among  teens  and  young 
adults  in  our  community.  As  well  extra 
monies  have  been  set  aside  to  support  the 
United  Israel  Appeal  Federations  Canada 
(UIAFC)  work  in  Israel  and  overseas.  The 
better  than  expected  results  mean  Ottawa 
UJA  has  an  extra  $171,500  to  distribute. 

Josee  Posen,  chair  of  the  Supplementary 
Allocation  Committee,  is  pleased  with  the 
success  of  the  campaign.  “It  allows  us  to 
give  additional  help  to  the  most  vulnerable, 
make  programs  on  Jewish  identity  more 
available  to  the  community  and  help  Jews 
in  Israel  and  abroad.” 

Stephen  Schneiderman,  executive  direc- 
tor of  Hillel  Lodge,  plans  to  use  the  money 


to  hire  and  train  more  feeders.  “The  extra 
funds  mean  that  the  15  to  25  residents  who 
need  one-on-one  attention  and  stimulation 
to  eat  are  going  to  get  it.”  He  is  appreciative 
of  the  community’s  generosity  in  helping  to 
fund  “this  very  important  and  needed  ser- 
vice.” 

For  clients  of  the  Tamir  Foundation  the 
extra  funds  mean  that  staff  will  be  able  to 
visit  on  a regular  basis  those  with  develop- 
mental disabilities  who  live  on  their  own 
but  still  need  support.  According  to  Mark 
Palmer,  executive  director  Tamir  Founda- 
tion, the  program  “assists  those  who  cannot 
manage  life  on  their  own  to  make  the  prop- 
er everyday  decisions  that  will  keep  them 
safe  and  healthy." 

The  extra  allocations  will  also  be  used 
to  fund  Tamir’s  Judaic  program.  For  many 
of  Tamir’s  middle-aged  clients,  it  means 
for  the  first  time  in  their  lives  they  can

Work- 
shops are  being  designed  to 
help  the  students  deal  with 
the  particular  challenges 
they  face  on  their  campuses 
with  respect  to  Israel,  deal- 
ing with  Arab  propaganda, 
and  to  help  them  feel  more 
comfortable  with  their  Jew- 
ishness in  a sometimes 
unfriendly  milieu. 

The  Policy  Conference 
will  feature  a panel  discus- 
sion with  special  guests 
from  Israel,  including 
Member  of  the  Knesset 
(MK)  Avshalom  Vilan  and

perspectives  on  how  they 
see  Israel  moving  forward 
in  these  difficult  times.

Akiva  High  School  prin- 
cipal Dr.  Hillel  Taub  is  elat- 
ed with  the  extra  support 
provided  by  the  communi- 
ty. "It  will  enable  us  to 
reach  out  to  our  youth,  pro- 
vide them  with  quality 
Judaic  programming  and 
help  them  develop  cama- 
raderie, Jewish  connections 
and  friendships."  The  pay- 
off, he  says,  is  that  we  will 
be  developing  our  future 
leaders. 

The  UJA  extra  funds 
mean  that  last  year’s  suc- 
cessful long  distance  learn- 
ing program  from  the  92nd 
street  Y in  New  York, 
Kallah  (gathering),  can 
once  again  be  offered  by  the 
SJCC.  Maxine  Miska, 
SJCC  director  of  program- 
ming, says  UJA  support 
"means  we  can  offer  the 
Kallah  at  a reasonable 
cost." 

The  supplementary  allo- 
cations allow  the  Greenberg 
Families  Library  to  pur- 
chase new  books.  Camp 
B’nai  Brith  to  offer  subsi- 
dies, the  Jewish  Students 
Association  to  defray  pro- 
gramming costs,  and  sup- 
port for  birthright  israel  and 
Jewish  Education  through 
Torah  (JET)  programming 
for  university  students  and 
young  adults.  Subsidized 
student  tuition  at  local  day 


and  afternoon  school  is 
being  offered  for  those  in 
need. 

There  are  also  funds 
being  set  aside  for  a study 
on  student  retention  in  Jew- 
ish education.  According  to 
Mitchell  Bellman,  execu- 
tive director  Jewish  Com- 
munity Council  of 
Ottawa/Vaad  Ha'lr,  “this  is 
the  most  important  thing  we 
can  do  to  safeguard  the  con- 
tinuity of  our  community. 
We  recognize  the  need  to 
look  at  Jewish  education 
and  encourage  more  en- 


rolment.” Currently,  stake- 
holders are  being  consulted 
on  how  the  study  should  be 
developed  and  conducted. 

As  well,  20  per  cent  of 
the  supplementary  funds 
will  be  allocated  to  the 
United  Israel  Appeal  Feder- 
ations Canada  (UIAFC)  to 
help  in  the  absorption  of 
new  Argentinian  immi- 
grants to  Israel  and  help 
Jews  overseas.  UJA  Ottawa 
will  also  donate  more  funds 
to  a Partnership  2000  pro- 
gram with  the  Upper 
Galilee  region.

What  makes  contributing  to  UJA  meaning- 
ful to  you? 

I have  been  a UJA  donor  since  1980. 
Having  grown  up  in  an  environment 
where  Zionism  was  a central  element  in 
the  life  of  our  family,  UJA  provides  me 
with  a vehicle  for  expressing  my  personal 
commitment  to  Israel.  Beyond  that,  I can't 
imagine  how  one  could  live  in  a communi- 
ty such  as  ours  and  not  contribute  to  secur- 
ing and  strengthening  its  institutions  and 
its  programs.  We  teach  our  children  that 
giving  is  a mitzvah.  How  much  each  of  us 
gives  is  an  individual  decision.  The  key  is 
the  expression  of  commitment  implicit  in 
the  gift. 

Does  your  donation  fulfil  your  total 
involvement  in  community? 

I regard  my  donation  to  UJA  as  a neces- 
sary but  insufficient  way  of  contributing  to 
the  community.  Financial  support  is 
extremely  important  but  giving  volunteer 
time  is  equally  important.  Over  the  years  I 
have  been  fortunate  enough  to  serve  on  the 
Board  of  the  JCC,  play  an  active  role  in  the 
Community  Capital  Campaign  and  I am 
now  participating  in  the  work  of  the  Strate- 
gic Planning  Task  Force  of  the  Vaad  Ha'Ir. 


out  the  destruction.  I have  said  to  my 
children  on  many  occasions  that  our 
ancestors  died  because  they  were  Jew- 
ish, the  least  we  could  do  is  live  to  be 
Jewish. 

We  are  privileged  to  live  in  a time 
when  there  is  much  freedom,  and 
very  often  the  lack  of  a constant 
threat  allows  us  to  lower  our 
veils  and  forget  that  we  have  a 
history,  heritage,  background. 
That  due  to  destruction  such  as 
the  Spanish  Inquisition,  Russian 
pogroms  and  Holocaust  our 
numbers  are  few,  yet  we  still 
exist. 

One  of  the  traditions  of 
Purim  is  giving  packages  of 
food  to  our  friends;  another  is 
collecting  half  a shekel  or  50c 


before  or  after  the  Megillah  is  read. 

Allow  me  to  suggest  that  we  think 
beyond  our  local  Jewish  community 
to  our  brethren  in  Israel.  Over  the  last 
15  months  Haman  has  repeatedly 
attacked  civilian  population  through 
terrorist  attacks,  suicide  bombers,  etc. 
Over  200  fellow  Jews  have  lost  their 
lives  and  thousands  have  been 
wounded  and  will  never  be  the  same. 

Following  September  11th,  $1  bil- 
lion was  raised  for  the  victim  relief 
fund  and  much  of  this  from  Jews.  But 
who  will  help  our  brethren?  How  can 
we  influence  their  Purim?  How  do  we 
put  the  joy  back  into  the  story  of 
Purim? 

We  can  do  this  by  supporting  two 
voluntary  organizations  that  are 
working  with  the  families  of  the  dead 
and  the  wounded  (Selah  and  Natal).  A 
call  has  gone  out  for  all  of  us  to  do  our 
share.  Just  imagine  if  every  Jewish 
family  in  Ottawa  gave  $100  for  this 
cause.  Would  it  really  change  our 
lives?  Only  in  that  we  will  have  per- 
formed a mitzvah  by  providing 
tzedakah  for  those  in  greater  need. 

If  we  are  not  for  ourselves  (Jewish 
people),  who  will  be?  Let  us  rise  up 
and  be  heard  by  celebrating  the  mira- 
cle of  Purim  through  our  gift  of  life  to 
our  brethren  in  Israel.  This  is  not  part 
of  the  annual  UJA  campaign  and  will

share  his  positive  feelings 
about  the  birthright  israel 
program  and  urged  everyone 
to  visit  Israel.  The  key  note 
speaker,  Irwin  Cotier,  MP 
from  Mount  Royal,  gave  a 
stirring  speech  about  his 
experiences  in  combating 
anti-Israel  attitudes  and 
encouraged  the  audience  to 
support  Israel  in  any  way 
possible. 

Over  180  young  adults 
from  the  Ottawa  area  have 
participated  on  a Canadian 
Israel  Experience  communi- 
ty based  birthright  israel 
trip.  All  of  the  past  groups 
have  been  highly  motivated 
to  go  to  Israel  but  none  more 
so  than  the  Winter  200 1 - 
2002  group.  Even  thought 


there  were  concerns  about 
security,  there  were  few  can- 
cellations. 

The  trip  saw  the  highest 
numbers  ever  from  Ottawa  - 
30  participants  and  two 
madrichim  constituting  a 
full  bus  load.  The  partici- 
pants were  privileged  to  be  a 
part  of  a fabulous  10-day 
mifgash  program.  The  mif- 
gash  program,  an  integral 
part  of  the  CIE  birthright 
israel  trips,  provides  the 
opportunity  for  Canadians  to 
see  Israel  through  Israeli 
eyes.  The  Ottawa  contingent 
was  paired  with  over  10 
Israeli  young  adults 
involved  in  a special  leader- 
ship program.  Unfiltered 
exposure  to  average  Israelis 


led  to  many  discussions  as 
the  Israelis  told  their  Cana- 
dian counterparts  exactly 
what  it  is  like  to  live  in 
Israel.  And  the  Israelis  had 
just  as  many  questions  about 
what  life  is  like  in  Canada. 

The  winter  2001-2002 
trip  attracted  6,000  people 
from  around  the  world, 
including  800  Canadians, 
who  made  this  journey  of  a 
lifetime  in  a strong  demon- 
stration of  Jewish  solidarity.

It’s  hard  to  believe  that 
only  a few  short  years  ago, 
the  Jewish  Community 
Campus  as  we  know  it 
today  was  just  a dream.  In 
fact,  to  many  people  it  was 
more  like  a pipe  dream  - so 
mammoth  and  complicated, 
so  vastly  expensive  that  it 
seemed  well  beyond  the 
means  of  the  Ottawa  com- 
munity. Fortunately  for  our 
community,  there  were 
among  us  enough  people 
who,  like  Theodore  Herzl 
believed  that  ‘if  you  will  it, 
it  is  no  dream.” 

Now  that  the  campus  is  a 
reality,  the  community  is 
facing  its  next  big  chal- 
lenge. The  buildings  and 
infrastructure  are  here;  now 
what?  To  answer  the  ques- 
tions of  what  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  community  needs  - 
and  what  we  want  - and  to 
find  the  best  possible  ways 
to  meet  these  objectives,  the 
Jewish  Community  Council 
of  Ottawa/Vaad  Hair  has 
formed  a Strategic  Planning 
Task  Force. 

In  his  inaugural  address 


Ron  Prehogan, 
chair  ol  the 

Strategic  Planning  Task  Force 

as  president  of  the  Vaad  in 
June  2001,  Gerry  Levitz 
laid  the  groundwork  for  this 
initiative.  “I  believe  one  of 
the  Vaad's  most  important 
functions  is  to  delineate 
community  priorities,”  he 
said,  “and  together  with  our 
community  organizations, 
coordinate  efforts  and  activ- 
ities to  maximize  results.” 
Now  that  the  Task  Force  has 
been  formed,  Levitz  adds, 
“This  task  force  is  a way  to 


greatly  enhance  what  we 
can  do  in  the  community  if 
we  all  work  well  together.” 
Ron  Prehogan,  chair  of 
the  Task  Force,  has  been 
deeply  involved  in  the  Jew- 
ish community  for  many 
years  and  served  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Jewish  Commu- 
nity Centre  during  the  plan- 
ning process  to  build  the 
new  facility.  During  the 
Capital  Campaign  to  raise 
funds  for  the  new  campus, 
he  encountered  a number  of 
individuals  who  had  not, 
until  then,  felt  truly  con- 
nected to  the  community. 
“The  challenge  to  me  was 
‘how  do  we  get  people  like 
that  to  feel  good  about  their 
involvement  in  our  commu- 
nity?”’ he  said.  “The  answer 
is  by  critically  looking  at 
ourselves  in  a way  that  we 
never  have  and  by  working 
hard  to  give  people  what 
they  really  want  and  need. 
People  today  have  more  and 
more  choices,  both  within 
the  Jewish  world  and  with- 
out. Our  goal  is  to  get  them 
to  choose  Jewish.” 

The  task  force  has  identi- 


fied and  labelled  communi-  and  will  be  convening  panel 
ty  proprieties,  dividing  discussions  for  community 
members  on  that  area  of 
interest. 

The  process  has  begun 
and  letters  have  gone  out  to 
all  affiliated  community 
organizations  asking  them 
to  complete  a survey  identi- 
fying the  programs  and  ser- 
vices they  offer  and  to  note 
the  pillar(s)  covered  by  their 
activities.  During  the  next 
few  months,  the  panels  will 
meet  and,  using  the  results 
of  the  survey  and  the 
knowledge  of  the  panel 
members,  the  panels  will 
identify  gaps  and  needs. 

Each  panel  will  report  to  the 
Task  Force  and  make  rec- 
ommendations. The  Task 
Force  will  write  a draft 
report,  with  input  from  the

them  into  four  broad  cate- 
gories called  “pillars”, 
based  on  the  model  used  by 
the  United  Jewish  Commu- 
nities of  North  America: 
Jewish  Renaissance  and 
Renewal;  Social  Responsi- 
bility; Israel/Overseas;  and 
Financial  Resource  Devel- 
opment. 

In  addition  to  Prehogan 
and  his  vice-chair,  Lewis 
Leikin,  the  Strategic  Plan- 
ning Task  Force  is  made  up 
of  nine  volunteer  members 
from  various  areas  of  the 
community  and  three  mem- 
bers of  the  Vaad  staff  under 
the  guidance  of  Brian  Hen- 
derson as  facilitator.  A vol- 
unteer member  is  responsi- 
ble for  each  of  the  “pillars" 


agencies  that  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Vaad  Execu- 
tive Committee.  When  the 
final  report  is  approved,  the 
community  will  be  brought 
into  the  process  on  a broad- 
er basis  to  allow  for  the 
inclusion  of  as  many  views 
as  possible. 

The  Task  Force  will 
allow  us  to  establish  our  pri- 
orities as  a community  and 
then  provide  a road  map  to 
get  there.  Both  short-term 
and  long-term  needs  will  be 
considered. 

Over  the  coming  months, 
as  an  indication  of  its  man- 
date to  be  open,  transparent 
and,  above  all,  inclusive,  the 
Strategic  Planning  Task 
Force  will  report  regularly 
to  the  community  on  its 
progress.

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NCSY  expands:  finds  new  home  at  Soloway  JCC 


Ottawa  NCSY  members  enjoy  a November  Shabbaton  In  Montreal. 


"By  the  middle  of  Febru- 
ary, we’ll  be  in  our  new  loca- 
tion in  the  Soloway  Jewish 
Community  Centre  (SJCC),” 
explains  an  elated  Rabbi 
Yehuda  AlexandrofF  who  has 
served  as  the  director  of 
NCSY  Ottawa  for  the  past 
I 1/2  years.  “Although  we're 
in  the  midst  of  renovations, 
we  have  already  begun  to  use 
some  classrooms,  social  halls 
and  the  teen  lounge.  We  want 
to  introduce  teenagers  and 
their  parents  to  our  exciting, 
inspiring  programs,  and  with 
our  offices  in  the  SJCC  - the 
communal  home  of  the 
vibrant  Ottawa  Jewish  com- 
munity - we  can  make  a 
meaningful  contribution." 

In  mid-November,  NCSY 
took  20  Ottawa  high  school 
students  to  Montreal  for  a 
regional  Shabbaton  where 
everyone  was  introduced  to 
Kids  for  Kids,  an  organiza- 
tion that  partners  youth  in  the 
Diaspora  with  young  victims 
of  Arab  tenor  in  Israel.  A 
young  man,  himself  a victim, 
spoke  to  the  students  and 
spent  Shabbat  with  them. 
“Seeing  someone  their  own 


age  who  has  experienced  the 
terror  that  these  kids  only 
hear  about,”  Rabbi  Alexan- 
droff  explains,  “was  very 
moving  and  enlivened  their 
commitment  to  their  people 
and  homeland." 

NCSY  has  also  estab- 
lished a weekly  after-school 
club  at  Nepean  High  School 
where  kids  can  learn  about 
the  Jewish  approach  to  life 
issues,  such  as  suffering, 
death,  charity,  marriage, 
friendship  and  life  itself. 
Developed  by  National 


NCSY  in  New  York,  the  pro- 
gram uses  episodes  from  pop- 
ular television  sitcoms  as  the 
seed  for  enlightening,  lively 
discussions.  “We  are  the  first 
group  in  Ottawa  to  reach  out, 
on  an  ongoing  basis,  to  public 
high  school  youth.”  Rabbi 
Alexandrofif  says,  “We  be- 
lieve it’s  very  important  for 
them  to  have  the  Jewish  per- 
spective on  today’s  perplex- 
ing events.” 

As  a result  of  NCSY’s 
informal  alliance  with  Hillel 
Academy,  many  students 


from  Hillel  attend  Junior 
NCSY  programs.  “We  now 
have  an  after-school  Mishna 


class  for  grades  4 - 7 because 
Doris  Bronstein  and  Sarah 
Breiner  approached  us  with 
this  excellent  idea,”  Rabbi 
Alexandroff  explains.  “We 
have  scheduled  a Junior 
Shabbaton  in  February,  as 
well  as  a weekly  program  at 
the  SJCC  to  bring  our  after- 
school  program,  currently 
running  at  Nepean  High 
School,  to  the  grade  8 stu- 
dents at  Hillel.” 

Every  month,  for  each  of 
its  age  groups,  NCSY  runs  a 
program,  such  as  bowling, 
laser  quest,  movie  night  and 
Cyberdome. 

"Some  of  our  exciting 
future  plans  include  estab- 
lishing an  after-school  club  at 


Sir  Robert  Borden  High 
School,  organizing  two 
Shabbatonim  and  a regional 
Yarchei  Kallah,  as  well  as 
continuing  with  our  monthly 
programs  for  juniors  and 
seniors.  And  if  this  isn’t 
enough,  in  June  we’re  bring- 
ing the  Off-Broadway  pro- 
duction of  "A  Twist  of  Faith” 
to  the  SJCC.  I’m  so  pleased 
that  Ottawa-born  Rachel 
Fyman,  currently  a student  at 
Stern  College  in  New  York, 
is  coming  to  Ottawa  to  help 
us  run  our  programs"  Rabbi 
Alexandroff  concludes.

Campus  victory  (or  Jewish  Student  Association

Jewish  students  on  cam- 
puses throughout  the  free 
world  are  daily  targets  of 
pro-Palestinian  groups  who 
often  use  distorted  facts  and 
outright  lies  to  gain  sympa- 
thy for  their  cause. 

Now,  thanks  to  the 
efforts  of  the  Jewish  Stu- 
dents Association  (JSA)  of 
the  University  of  Ottawa, 
Carleton  University  and 
Algonquin  College,  the 
atmosphere  on  the  campus 
of  the  University  of  Ottawa 
has  become  less  threaten- 
ing. 

On  Thursday,  January  24 
the  group  calling  itself  Soli- 
darity for  Palestinian 
Human  Rights  (SPHR)  set 
up  a table  on  the  campus  of 
the  University  of  Ottawa 
and  proceeded  to  hand  out 
materials  which  were  offen- 
sive and  untruthful. 


Several  JSA  students  con- 
fronted them  and  then  lodged 
a complaint  with  the  Student 
Federation  of  the  University 
of  Ottawa  (SFUO). 

After  some  lengthy 
negotiations,  our  students 
were  successful  in  eliciting 
a letter  from  the  president  of 
the  SFUO,  addressed  to 
both  the  SPHR  and  the  JSA, 
banning  both  groups  from 
handing  out  materials  deal- 
ing with  the  Palestinian- 
Israeli  conflict.  Since  the 
only  materials  which  the 
SPHR  have  are  those  deal- 
ing with  that  issue,  the  letter 
effectively  shut  them  down. 

This  is  a significant  and 
important  victory  for  the 
Jewish  Students  Associa- 
tion in  Ottawa.  The  SPHR 
was  the  group,  which  infil- 
trated the  student  body  of 
Concordia  University  in 
Montreal. 


The  JSA  is  not  only 
about  standing  up  for  its 
rights  and  keeping  Jewish 
students  safe  on  campus.  It 
also  knows  how  to  have 
fun.

Editor 's  note:  Vaad  President  Gerald  Levitz  has 
arranged  to  share  his  column,  on  occasion,  with 
the  chairs  or  presidents  of  the  community's  major 
beneficiary  agencies  or  committees  so  that  they  can 
provide  some  insight  into  their  operations. 

Michael  is  a going  concern.  Up  each  day  at  7 am 
and  off  to  the  bus  stop  to  grab  the  #6  to  his  supported 
work  site  at  Rogers  Ottawa  or  to  his  volunteer  work  at 
Hillel  Lodge.  On  Fridays  he  makes  sure  to  get  home  on 
time  to  observe  and  celebrate  Shabbas  with  his  peers  in 
Tamir’s  Supported  Independent  Living  Program.  This 
Friday  it’s  his  turn  to  prepare  and  host,  with  assistance 
from  his  counsellor.  Shabbas  dinner  for  ten  people. 
There  is  much  excitement  in  anticipation  of  the  get 
together.  Only  a few  hours  per  week  of  support  from 
Tamir  staff  helps  Michael  keep  busy,  happy,  and  safe. 

Donald  too  is  a busy  guy.  He  swims  in  the  SJCC 
pool  almost  every  day,  volunteers  at  the  Ottawa  Food 
Bank,  and  is  involved  in  Tamir’s  Dog  Walking  program 
where  he  exercises  pets  of  members  of  our  Jewish  com- 


The  Talmud  tells  the  story  of  Rabbi  Elisha  Ben  Abuya, 
a famous  scholar  who  became  a non-believer.  Rabbi 
Elisha  was  out  walking  and  saw  a father  and  son  near  a 
tree  that  contained  a bird's  nest,  The  Torah  has  many  laws 
about  not  hurting  animals  needlessly.  One  of  these  laws  is 
that  if  you’re  about  to  take  an  egg  from  the  nest,  you  must 
first  chase  the  mother  bird  away  so  she  doesn't  suffer  the 
pain  of  seeing  her  egg  being  taken  away.  So  the  father  told 
the  son,  "Here’s  your  chance  to  fulfil  this  mitzvah.  Climb 
up  the  tree,  shoo  away  the  mother  bird,  and  take  the  egg.” 

Hastening  to  obey  his  father,  the  child  climbed  up,  but 
lost  his  balance  and  fell  down  and  died.  Rabbi  Elisha  was 
troubled  by  this  incident,  and  decided  that  if  God  could 
allow  this  to  happen,  he  didn't  want  to  have  anything  to 
do  with  God, 

Modem  life  presents  similar  challenges  to  our  faith. 
Families  wanting  to  hold  a Bar  or  Bat  Mitzvah  at  my  syn- 
agogue, Congregation  Beth  Shalom  West,  must  meet  sev- 
eral requirements.  One  is  regular  attendance  at  Shabbat 
services  for  several  months  prior  to  the  joyous  event. 

Two  years  ago.  Jacob  Cepelinski  and  his  son  Nathan 
started  to  attend  services  on  a more  regular  basis  than  they 
had  in  the  past.  Nathan  had  just  turned  12,  and  his  parents, 
Jacob  and  Esther,  knew  how  important  it  was  for  him  to 
become  more  familiar  with  the  service  prior  to  being 
called  to  the  Torah. 

At  about  the  same  time,  Jacob,  a quiet,  modest  man 
with  an  engaging  smile,  went  to  the  doctor  to  check  out 
some  health  problems.  The  diagnosis  wasn't  good.  Jacob,

munity  at  their  homes.  Unlike  Michael.  Donald  requires 
total  care;  twenty  four  hours  a day,  seven  days  a week 
for  almost  every  activity  of  daily  living  from  eating, 
toileting  and  hygiene  to  almost  every  decision  in  his 
life. 

Both  of  these  men  have  developmental  disabilities, 
albeit  one  much  more  severely  than  the  other.  Only  a 
few  years  ago,  support  to  either  of  them  would  not 
have  been  possible.  Today,  Tamir’s  scope  of  services 
includes  group  homes,  supported  independent  living, 
out  of  home  respite  in  our  Timeshare  home,  in-home 
support,  a supported  work  program,  a recreation  and 
life  skills  day  program,  and  our  new  Judaic  outreach 
program  (see  advertisement  on  page  1 1).  In  fact,  our 
organization  has  doubled  in  size  in  less  than  a year. 
Sixty-five  full  and  part  time  staff  provide  over  85,000 
hours  of  support  annually  through  an  operating  budget 
of  approximately  $2.5  million. 

Growth  brings  new  demands.  Families  come  out  of 
the  woodwork  wanting  to  tap  into  our  services.  Client 
needs  have  become  more  complex,  especially  as  they 
age.  While  expansion  has  brought  additional  govern- 
ment funding,  it  covers  only  the  most  basic  of  needs. 
Enabling  people  to  live  a full  Jewish  life  requires  addi- 
tional resources. 

The  Ottawa  Vaad  Ha’Ir  is  supporting  Jews  with 
developmental  and  other  disabilities  through  Supple- 
mentary Allocations  to  Tamir  for  our  "Community  Out- 
reach” and  "Integration  into  the  Mainstream  of  Jewish 
Life”  programs.  We  are  truly  grateful  to  the  Vaad  for 


increasing  support  this  year.  It  has  made  a real  differ- 
ence in  the  lives  of  people  like  Michael  and  Donald. 

But  Supplementary  Allocations  are  not  guaranteed; 
they  are  only  granted  if  the  UJA  campaign  exceeds  its 
target.  So  we  never  know  from  year  to  year  if  Tamir 
will  have  sufficient  resources  to  support  our  clients. 
However,  their  needs  remain,  regardless  of  whether  or 
not  supplementary  funds  are  available.  In  some  cases  it 
makes  sense  to  target  funds  for  one-time  or  temporary 
initiatives.  However,  people  with  developmental  dis- 
abilities, by  and  large,  do  not  overcome  their  disability 
through  any  kind  of  program  or  treatment.  While 
Michael  and  Donald  have  many  accomplishments  to 
their  credit,  and  demonstrate  that  people  with  develop- 
mental disabilities  can  live  with  dignity  and  respect  in  a 
Jewish  environment,  the  fact  is  they  are  disabled  for 
life! 

Core  funding  and  other  means  of  ongoing  support 
from  our  community  would  enable  Tamir  to  do  better 
planning,  reduce  health,  safety  and  financial  risks  to 
clients  and  the  organization,  and  enable  disabled  people 
to  live  a full  Jewish  life. 

Annualized  core  funding  from  the  Vaad,  renewed 
individual  and  family  memberships  year  in  and  year  out 
and  consistent  volunteer  support  are  key  ways  in  which 
our  community  can  ensure  people  with  developmental 
and  other  disabilities  are  able  to  live  full  Jewish  lives, 
alongside  their  families  and  community.

A loving  son  honours  the  memory  of  his  father 

a physical  fitness  buff  who  could  often  be  seen  jogging  in  his  mother  told  me  that  Nathan  took  it  on  his  own,  without 


the  Craig  Henry  neighbourhood,  had  a terminal  illness, 
and  would  likely  live  for  only  a few  more  months.  How 
could  this  happen  to  a young  man  as  apparently  healthy  as 
Jacob,  a really  nice  guy  with  a son  on  the  verge  of  his  Bar 
Mitzvah?  Maybe  the  doctors  had  been  wrong. 

They  weren’t.  Over  the  months,  as  Jacob  and  Nathan 
continued  to  attend  services,  it  became  obvious  that 
Jacob's  condition  was  getting  worse.  When  Jacob  went 
into  the  hospital  for  treatment,  Nathan  continued  to  attend 
services  with  his  mother  or  even  by  himself.  A week 
before  Nathan’s  Bar  Mitzvah,  a family  friend  rushed  into 
shul,  went  straight  to  the  Rabbi,  and  told  him  that  Jacob 
had  just  died,  The  week  before  my  own  son’s  Bar  Mitz- 
vah, we  were  juggling  with  last-minute  details.  The  week 
before  Nathan  Cepelinski’s  Bar  Mitzvah.  he  and  his  fami- 
ly were  attending  a funeral  and  sitting  shiva. 

The  shiva  ended  on  the  day  of  the  Bar  Mitzvah.  It  was 
a bit  surreal,  Nathan  in  his  suit,  his  mother  and  sisters  in 
the  front  row,  beaming  their  approval  on  his  special  day. 
Just  like  the  other  Bar  Mitzvahs  that  have  taken  place  at 
my  synagogue  or  yours,  except  that  the  Bar  Mitzvah  boy’s 
father  had  just  died.  Nathan  performed  flawlessly,  reading 
the  Torah  portion  and  the  Haftarah  seemingly  without 
effort,  and  giving  a Bar  Mitzvah  speech  that  was  among 
the  best  that  had  ever  been  delivered  at  Congregation  Beth 
Shalom  West.  At  the  end  of  the  service,  when  the  group  of 
men  in  their  fifties  stood  up  to  say  Kaddish,  everybody 
wept  when  the  little  Bar  Mitzvah  boy  joined  the  line  and 
began  to  chant  along  with  them. 

The  story  doesn’t  end  there.  For  the  next  year,  when 
other  teenagers  were  catching  their  last  minutes  of  sleep 
or  rushing  off  to  some  school  activity,  Nathan  Cepelinski 
could  be  found  in  the  Kaddish  line  at  Congregation  Beth 
Shalom  West.  It’s  quite  an  obligation,  one  that  many 
grown  men  find  difficult  to  fulfil.  But  not  Nathan.  In  fact, 


any  prodding,  to  honour  his  father.  Not  an  obligation,  you 
see,  but  a responsibility. 

Nathan  has  just  ended  his  mourning  year,  and  I know 
there’s  still  tremendous  sadness  in  the  Cepelinski  house- 
hold. But  there's  also  something  really  positive,  and  he’s 
what  it  is.  As  a parent,  you  try  to  teach  your  children 
what’s  right  and  what’s  wrong.  You  hope  they’ll  follow 
the  right  path  when  they’re  old  enough  to  make  choices  of 
their  own.  Like  Nathan  Cepelinski  has. 

I’m  sure  Jacob  Cepelinski  knew  what  a fine  boy  he 
had.  I know  he’d  be  absolutely  delighted  if  he  knew  what 
a fine  young  man  his  son  Nathan  has  grown  into,  and  the 
path  he’s  chosen  to  follow  in  his  own  life. 
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Sometimes  jargon  makes  perfect  sense 


My  first  reaction  to  hearing  words  like  ‘strategic 
planning  task  force,'  ‘funding  envelope'  and  ‘supple- 
mentary allocations  recommendations’  is  having  my 
eyes  glaze  and  a fervent  wish  that  a)  someone  would 
explain  in  plain  English  what  the  hell  are  these  people 
talking  about  or  b)  if  that’s  not  possible  can  I please 
leave  because  I have  been  tasked  with  another  assign- 
ment. 

Since  b)  was  out  of  the  question,  I kept  at  it  until  it 
was  explained  to  me  in  plain  English  that  even  I.  hater 
of  bureaucratic  jargon,  could  understand.  Here  is  what  I 
found  out:  The  volunteers  and  staff  working  on  these 
different  projects  are  committed  to  building  a stronger 
community  that  looks  after  its  members  here,  in  Israel 
and  overseas.  More  importantly,  the  processes  they 
have  set  up  mean  all  decisions  are  transparent  and 
focused  on  community  input. 

In  the  next  few  months,  you  are  going  to  hear  a lot 
about  the  Strategic  Planning  Task  Force  as  it  attempts 
to  establish  the  short-  and  long-term  needs  of  the  com- 
munity. Pay  attention.  This  is  your  opportunity  to  help 
shape  the  future.  Ron  Prehogan  and  company  will  be 
consulting  with  different  organizations,  writing  a draft 
report  and  presenting  it  to  the  community  for  feedback. 
Let  them  know  what  you  think  the  priorities  of  our 
community  should  be. 

The  supplementary  allocations  funds  are  possible 
because  the  community  was  extremely  generous  to  the 
UJA.  Josee  Posen,  chair  of  the  Supplementary  Alloca- 
tions Committee,  says  that  that  the  Vaad  accepted  the 


following  formula:  40  per  cent  of  the  extra  funds  would 
go  to  helping  the  vulnerable.  40  per  cent  to  strengthen- 
ing Jewish  identity  and  20  per  cent  to  help  the  needy  in 
Israel  and  overseas.  The  funds  allocated  are  based  on 
the  needs  of  the  organizations  appearing  before  the 
committee. 

It  was  decided  that  one  of  the  principles  of  the  allo- 
cation was  that  “funding  is  given  strategically  to  a few 
programs  at  a higher  level,  rather  than  spreading  the 
funds  thinly  through  many  programs.”  Posen  feels  that 
“the  way  we  are  allocating  funds  is  starting  to  improve” 
and  the  process  is  now  “transparent,  rational  and  fair.” 
She  rightly  suggests  that  a transparent  process  “builds 
community.”

Helping  victims  of  terrorism 


A Shabbat  for  remembrances 


This  coming  Shabbat;  is  Shabbat  Zachor,  the  Shabbat 
of  Remembrance.  In  the  book  of  Deuteronomy  (25: 17-19) 
we  read:  “Remember  what  Amaiek  did  to  you  on  the  way, 
as  you  departed  from  Egypt.  How  he  encountered  you  on 
the  way  and  cut  down  the  weaklings  trailing  behind  you, 
while  you  were  faint  and  exhausted,  and  he  did  not  fear 
God.  It  shall  be  that  when  Hashem,  your  God,  lets  you 
rest  from  all  your  surrounding  enemies,  in  the  land  that 
Hashem,  your  God,  gives  you  as  a heritage  to  bequeath; 
you  are  to  erase  the  memory  of  Amaiek  from  beneath  the 
heaven.  Do  not  forget.  ” 

Remembrance  is  the  theme  of  the  additional  Torah 
reading  of  Shabbat  Zachor.  The  Shabbat  prior  to  Purim 
was  selected  for  the  special  reading  because  Haman  the 
protagonist  of  the  story  of  Purim  was  a descendent  of 
Amaiek.  In  a world  where  evil  exists  it  is  our  responsibili- 
ty to  challenge  and  attempt  to  eradicate  it.  Of  the  613 
Commandments  in  the  Torah,  Amaiek  is  the  subject  of 
three.  Two  positive  commandments:  Remember  what 
Amaiek  did  onto  you  ...  and  blot  out  the  memory  of 
Amaiek.  And  one  negative  commandment:  Do  not  forget 
...  The  Sifri  explains  that  “to  remember"  implies  with  our 
mouth  and  “do  not  forget"  implies  with  our  heart. 

It  is  interesting  that  the  Torah  itself  commands  the 


Jewish  people  to  remember  five  other  unique  events.  In 
Deuteronomy  16:3,  we  are  told,  “That  you  may  remem- 
ber the  day  of  your  departure  from  the  land  of  Egypt  all 
of  the  days  of  your  life.”  This  is  commonly  known  as 
zecher  yetziat  mitzrayim : Remembrance  of  the  Exodus 
from  Egypt.  The  story  of  the  Exodus  is  mentioned  twice 
a day  in  the  Shema  (Hear,  O Israel...  prayer)  of  maariv 
(Evening  Service)  and  Shacharit  (Morning  Service).  The 
theme  of  our  exodus  and  redemption  from  the  slavery  of 
Egypt  is  a psycho-spiritual  inspiration  to  help  us  climb 
out  of  all  our  pitfalls  in  life  through  knowing  God’s  gift 
of  redemption. 

The  remembrance  of  matan  toralr.  Receiving  of  the 
Torah  at  Mount  Sinai  is  found  in  Deuteronomy  4:9-10.  The 
recognition  of  Revelation  at  Sinai  places  upon  the  Jew  a 
special  relationship  with  God  that  includes  our  responsibili- 
ty to  a unique  legal  and  moral  code  of  behaviour  and  its 
subsequent  obligation  to  humanity  to  be  a kingdom  of 
priests  and  a light  onto  the  nations.  This  is  part  of  the  foun- 
dation of  our  identity  and  our  essences  as  Jews. 

Zechirat  rn  ‘aseh  ha'egel:  Remembrance  of  the  Golden 
Calf  (Deuteronomy  9:7)  Some  have  interpreted  this 
remembrance  as  a warning  not  to  deviate  from  the  ways 
of  the  Torah.  Even  though  the  intent  of  the  Golden  Calf 
may  not  have  been  the  abandonment  of  God,  the  final 
result  would  have  lead  the  people  astray  into  the  realm  of 
idolatry.  Today’s  forays  away  from  the  Torah  are  also  invi- 
tation to  disaster. 

Zechirat  Miryam:  Remembrance  of  Miriam  (Deuteron- 
omy 24:9.)  This  remembrance  is  a reminder  to  refrain 


from  lashon  harah:  idol  gossip  and  slander.  The  problem 
of  lashon  harah  can  be  understood  in  this  beautiful  para- 
ble. Once  upon  a time  a Rabbi  responded  to  an  abundance 
of  lashon  harah  in  his  community,  by  inviting  some  of  his 
congregants  to  accompany  him  on  a field  trip  to  the 
heights  overlooking  the  city.  There  he  opened  a pillow 
filled  with  feathers,  scattering  them  in  the  wind.  He  then 
turned  to  his  congregation  and  asked  them  to  gather  the 
feathers.  They  looked  at  the  Rabbi  in  amazement  and  said, 
“you  know  it  can’t  be  done."  The  Rabbi  looked  at  them 
and  said,  “Remember,  so  it  is  with  the  words  of  lashon 
harah.  " 

Zachor  et  yom  ha  shabbat  lekadsho:  Remembrance  of 
the  Shabbat  (Exodus  20:8)  This  is  the  fourth  of  the  Ten 
Commandments  in  the  Book  of  Exodus.  In  the  Decologue 
of  the  Book  of  Deuteronomy  (5:12)  the  Fourth  Command- 
ments reads  “Keep  ( Shamor ) the  Sabbath  Day..." 

We  begin  the  Shabbat  with  the  words  of  the  Kiddush. 
We  stand,  as  witnesses  before  a universal  tribunal  pro- 
claiming Gods’  role  in  the  universe  as  the  Creator,  using 
the  words  zikharon-lema  'aseh  bereishit:  Remembrance  of 
creation.  Shabbat  is  a time  to  recharge  our  spiritual  batter- 
ies. The  remembrance  of  Shabbat  (as  well  as  its  keeping) 
is  part  of  a paradigm  shift  between  time  and  space. 

Many  of  us  wear  the  zachor  Remember  Button  on  our 
lapels  during  the  week  of  Yom  Ha’Shoah.  I enthusiastical- 
ly support  the  wearing  of  the  button  and  the  remembrance 
and  commemoration  of  the  Holocaust.  However,  I also 
urge  us  all  to  remember  the  other  remembrances  we  have 
as  Jews. 
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Queen's  Jewish  Studies  Program  enriches  Kingston  community

The  Kingston  Jewish 
community  is  one  of  the  few 
small  communities  in  Cana- 
da that  is  growing  and 
vibrant.  We  have  been  asked 
many  times,  and  have  even 
asked  ourselves,  what  is  the 
reason  for  our  success?  The 
answer  is  complex  but  one 
factor  is  the  presence  of 
Queen’s  University. 

Since  1841  all  of 
Kingston  has  benefited  from 
being  the  home  of  Queen’s 
but  since  the  creation  of  the 
Jewish  Studies  Program  in 
1992,  the  university’s  15,000 
students,  the  general  commu- 
nity and,  in  particular,  the 
Jewish  community  have  had 
an  additional  opportunity  to 
be  enlightened. 

As  the  current  Program 
Director  Professor  Gerald 
Tulchinsky  says,  having  a 
Jewish  Studies  Program 
"creates  opportunities  to 
understand  the  less  familiar 
side  of  the  equation,  to  see 
the  roots  of  Christianity  and 
to  explore  the  important  and 
essential  Jewish  component 
in  the  culture  and  history  of 
Western  civilization.” 

Under  the  leadership  of 
Dr.  Tulchinsky,  the  program 
is  growing  and  thriving.  The 
curriculum  provides  study  in 
Hebrew  language,  literature 
and  history  from  biblical 
times  to  the  present,  as  well 
as  offering  a balanced  view 
of  the  different  components 
of  Judaism,  the  varied  expe- 
riences of  the  Jewish  people, 


the  role  of  Judaism  in 
western  civilization  and 
Judaism's  interactions  with 
other  cultures.  The  eleven 
courses  now  available  repre- 
sent a remarkable  range  of 
scholariy  fields  and  are  clear 
evidence  of  the  wide-ranging 
and  multidisciplinary  nature 
of  Jewish  Studies. 

In  addition  to  a range  of 
courses,  the  existence  of  the 
Program  means  that  public 
lectures  and  a library  with 
1,300  new  titles,  purchased 
with  funds  from  the  Jewish 
Studies  Library  Trust,  are 
available  to  the  entire  com- 
munity. 

Having  taken  Jewish 
Studies  courses  in  each  of  the 
last  ten  years,  I can  attest  to 
their  strengths.  This  term,  I 
am  enrolled  in  an  interdisci- 
plinary course:  The  Jewish 
Tradition  in  English  Litera- 
ture. My  classmates,  Jewish 
and  Gentile,  represent  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  Commerce, 
Computers,  Drama,  Engi- 
neering, Language,  Psychol- 
ogy, Religion  and  others.  A 
young  math  major  (obvious- 
ly Jewish)  told  the  class.  “I 
am  taking  this  course  to 
escape  from  numbers.  And 
besides,  my  mother  will  love 
me!” 

The  Program  is  comple- 
mented by  two  well-attended 
public  lecture  series  that  are 
free  and  open  to  the  public. 
The  Rosen  Lecture  Series 
was  created  "to  enable  the 
wider  community  to  better 
understand  the  living  and 
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vital  tradition  of  Judaism,  its 
relationship  to  other  religious 
traditions  and  its  role  in  the 
development  of  contempo- 
rary civilizations,  and  to 
explore  the  historical  role 
played  by  Jews  and  Jewish 
thought.”  Lecturers  have 
addressed  Jewish  perspec- 
tives on  science,  film,  fiction, 
feminism,  human  rights,  art 
and  business  ethics.  They 
have  explored  Jewish  arche- 
ology, history,  ritual  and  tex- 
tual interpretation. 

For  the  last  three  years, 
the  Program  in  Jewish  Stud- 
ies has  also  presented  a high- 
ly popular  series,  presented 
by  members  of  the  Queen’s 
faculty  and  distinguished  vis- 
itors. The  2001-2002  sched- 
ule, People  and  Ideas  in  Jew- 
ish History,  offers  the  oppor- 
tunity to  "observe  in  depth 
the  intellectual  and  social 
transformation  of  the  Jewish 
people  in  modern  times.” 

Queen’s  Hillel,  an  organi- 
zational focus  for  the  Jewish 


student  community  on  cam- 
pus, provides  a vehicle  for 
Jewish  students  to  interact 
socially,  address  Jewish  con- 
cerns locally  and  internation- 
ally and  help  to  ensure  that 
there  is  a representative  Jew- 
ish voice  at  Queen’s. 
Although  an  independent 
body,  Hillel  depends  on  the 
Jewish  Studies  Program  for 
support  in  a variety  of  ways. 
The  most  recent  example  is 
the  establishment  of  a new 
fund  set  up  through  Jewish 
Studies  that  will  provide 
money  to  expand  Hillel’s 
programs  in  a way  of  their 
choosing. 

Of  undeniable  importance 
to  the  growth  of  this  pro- 
gram, Queen’s  recently 
announced  that  the  Chair  in 
Jewish  Studies  has  been 
included  as  an  academic  pri- 
ority for  the  Campaign  for 
Queen’s.  "Jewish  Studies  has 
thrived  in  recent  years  with 
an  outstanding  program  of 
scholarly  activities,  academic 


courses  and  outreach  pro- 
grams for  the  community,” 
says  Principal  William  C. 
Leggett.  “During  the  previ- 
ous campaign,  more  than 
$1,000,000  was  raised  in 
support  of  the  Chair.  At  this 
time.  Queen's  wishes  to  build 
on  the  strength  of  this  pro- 
gram, and  to  ensure  its  long- 
term stability  and  success,  by 
seeking  additional  funds  to 
enhance  and  expand  the 
Chair  in  Jewish  Studies.” 


Many  of  us  would  proba- 
bly subscribe  to  the  dictum  of 
Allan  Bloom,  who  said, 
“Education  is  the  movement 
from  darkness  to  light.” 
Thanks  in  part  to  Queen's, 
Kingston  is  one  bright  place 
to  be  if  you’re  Jewish. 

Regina  Rosen,  along  with 
her  husband  Irving,  was 
responsible  for  helping  initi- 
ate the  Jewish  Studies  Pro- 
gram and  for  raising  the  ini- 
tial funds  to  launch  it.

Buddhism  infuses  everyday  life  in  Thailand

Most  mornings,  I see  a 
monk  on  my  way  to  work, 
walking  barefoot  in  his  gold- 
en-coloured robes,  carrying 
his  alms  bowi.  He  walks 
slowly  among  the  hordes  of 
business  people,  and  stops  at 
the  same  little  shop  every 
time  I see  him.  Wordlessly, 
he  pauses  at  the  door,  and  an 
elderly  woman  appears  with 
food  wrapped  in  a neat  pack- 
age. She  gingerly  places  it  in 
the  monk’s  bowl,  and  he 
stands  serenely  before  her  as 
she  closes  her  eyes,  clasps 
her  hands  together  under  her 
chin,  and  silently  prays. 
Then  she  looks  up,  he  smiles 
and  slowly  continues  on  his 
way. 

Giving  food  to  monks  on 
their  daily  morning  alms 
rounds  is  called  “making 
merit.”  For  the  monks,  who 
don’t  work  in  the  standard 
labour  force,  this  morning 
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ritual  is  also  their  primary  if 
not  sole  source  of  food, 
which  they  eat  before  noon; 
they  don’t  eat  again  until  the 
next  dawn.  For  the  alms 
givers,  who  are  making 
merit  for  themselves,  a 
friend  or  loved  one,  it  is  a 
way  of  maintaining  harmo- 
ny and  peace,  and  good 
karma. 

This  informal  “contract" 
between  Buddhist  monks  and 
the  laity  in  Thailand  is  aston- 
ishing to  the  Western  observ- 
er for  its  pervasiveness  as  a 
cultural  foundation.  Not  all 
Thais  make  merit  on  a day- 
to-day  basis,  but  it  wouldn’t 
be  uncommon  for  a poor  rice 
farmer  in  a village  - villages 
are  where  Buddhist  temple 
compounds  are  most  influen- 
tial as  a community  center  - 
to  make  merit  despite  not 
having  enough  food  to  eat 
themselves.  Even  in  big 
cities,  like  Bangkok  and  Chi- 


ang  Mai,  Buddhism  can  be 
felt,  not  only  as  a religion, 
but  as  a pervading  social  and 
philosophical  underpinning. 

Over  90  per  cent  of  Thais 
are  Theravada  Buddhists,  the 
original  form  of  the  religion, 
which  was  founded  2545 
years  ago  and  spread  to  Thai- 


land in  the  3rd  century  B.C. 
Unlike  Judaism  and  other 
monotheistic  religions,  Bud- 
dhism circumvents  dogma 
and  institution,  paving  the 
way  for  enlightened  freedom 
and  providing  practical  as 
well  as  spiritual  guidance. 
Monks,  who  follow  227  pre- 
cepts to  the  layman’s  five, 
dwell  in  temple  compounds 


and,  along  with  an  ascetic 
regimen  including  daily 
meditation,  take  time  to  pre- 
side over  ceremonies,  teach 
and  provide  homes  for  poor 
youth,  and  offer  counselling 
to  the  public.  There  is  a 
dynamic  between  the  Sang- 
ha,  or  Religious  Council,  and 


Thai  government/citizens 
that  surpasses  the  formal 
boundaries  between  religion 
and  state  in  the  West. 

Being  Jewish  in  a Christ- 
ian, but  secular  country, 
means  belonging  to  an  insti- 
tution replete  with  customs, 
observances,  and  opportuni- 
ties for  social  and  learning 
activities.  But  for  the  most 


part,  especially  in  an  age 
where  we  re  all  so  busy 
working  and  being  engaged 
in  otherwise  non-religious 
activities,  being  Jewish  is  a 
part-time  job,  to  put  it  crude- 
ly. Except  for  a select  few  in 
the  rabbinate,  we  don’t  have 
time  to  ‘be  Jewish'  with  our 
full  consciousness.  There  are 
rules  to  observe  and  ways  to 
be  a mensch,  but  to  be  fully 
“Jewish"  would  require  a lot 
more  time  for  reflecting  and 
studying.  And  in  our  kind  of 
society,  as  opposed  to  the 
shtetl  culture  of  pre-war 
Europe,  Jewish  Councils  are 
now  needed  less  for  provid- 
ing to  Jews  on  a daily  basis 
than  for  supporting  political 
causes  on  the  other  side  of 
the  world. 

Buddhism,  whose  basic 
scriptures  teach  that  physical 
life  is  impermanent,  and  that 
to  end  desire  means  to  end 
suffering,  has  also  infused 


the  citizens  of  this  country 
with  a collective  serenity; 
smiles  are  much  more  preva- 
lent than  looks  of  stress. 
Confrontation  is  almost  non- 
existent, taxis  all  contain 
mini  statues  or  images  of  the 
Buddha,  and  one  of  the  best- 
selling vendor  items  on  the 
streets  are  jasmine  flower 
garlands  put  up  in  spirit 
houses  (which  adorn  the 
front  lawns  of  all  office  and 
apartment  buildings  in  the 
country),  car  mirrors,  or  out- 
side storefronts  all  over  Thai- 
land. 

It’s  been  fascinating  to 
live  amid  a people  for  whom 
religious  and  social  life  are 
intertwined  in  a way  that  illu- 
mines how  segregated  the 
two  are  in  the  West.  It’s  also 
an  inspiring  example  of  how 
much  a religion  can  inspire 
people  to  act  in  ways  that 
belie  an  inner  peace  and 
enjoyment  in  humanity.

ArtSmarts  program  connects 
young  people  with  arts  community

This  year,  for  the  first 
time,  Rambam-Maimonides 
has  received  a grant  from 
the  Community  Foundation 
of  Ottawa  for  a special  pro- 
gram called  ArtSmarts. 

Objectives  of  ArtSmarts 
are  to  connect  young  people 
with  the  arts  community,  to 
involve  young  people  active- 
ly in  the  arts,  to  enhance 
appreciation  of  the  impor- 
tance of  culture  and  the  arts, 
and  to  integrate  arts  activities 
in  non-arts  subject  areas  in  a 
way  that  is  aligned  with 
provincial  curriculum. 

To  address  these  goals, 
two  art  teachers  will  work  at 
Rambam-Maimonides  with 
students  from  grades  1 to  8 


each  afternoon  in  February. 

Students  will  leam  draw- 
ing, puppet  and  mask  mak- 
ing, mural  painting,  and 
print  making.  This  work 
will  be  used  in  a Purim  play, 
which  will  provide  opportu- 
nities for  drama  and  script 
writing. 

All  of  the  activities  will 
be  done  in  small  groups 
with  an  excellent  pupil- 
teacher.  ratio,  so  that  a 
tremendous  amount  of 
learning  can  take  place. 
The  teaching  staff  will  also 
be  active  every  day  in  all 
phases  of  the  work,  making 
it  a learning  experience  for 
them,  too. 

At  Rambam-Maimonides 
teachers  give  extra  time  to  a 


variety  of  activities  because 
they  recognize  the  added 
depth  they  give  to  programs. 
These  activities  range  from 
drama  after  school,  to 
"Ketchup  clubs”  at  recess 
for  students  who  want  extra 
practice  in  their  academic 
subjects.  At  varying  times 
of  the  year,  there  are  also 
sports  for  girls  and  boys. 
This  year  a public  speaking 
club  has  met  after  school. 
There  is  a French  scrabble 
club  for  younger  children, 
and  a board  games  club. 

Balance  is  vital  to  a 
sound  education.  Extra-cur- 
ricular activities,  and  atten- 
tion to  the  arts  help  to  make 
this  possible  at  Rambam- 
Maimonides.

In  addition,  participants 
are  equally  raving  about  the 
equipment  that  the  Centre  pro- 
vides for  this  program.  The 
Recumbent  Bicycles  and 
Schwinn  Air  Resistant  Bikes  are 
widely  regarded  as  effective 
tools  for  patient  rehabilitation. 

Aside  from  the  first-class 
facilities,  the  SJCC  Cardiac 
Rehabilitation  Program  gives 
people  a second  chance  at  life. 


For  most  people,  recuperating 
from  heart  surgery,  heart 
attack,  or  coronary  heart  dis- 
ease can  be  a very  daunting 
task  to  overcome.

He  engaged  us,  enraged 
us,  and  enthralled  us  - often 
in  the  same  breath.  And  he 
was  always,  if  nothing  else, 
entertaining. 

Readers  around  the 
world  mourned  the  death  of 
Mordecai  Richler  on  July  3, 
2001.  Accolades  were  spo- 
ken and  written  about  the 
man  many  consider  to  be  a 
pivotal  figure  of  his  literary 
generation. 

On  Sunday,  February 
24,  at  the  National  Library 
of  Canada,  Richler’s 
words,  thoughts  and  fear- 
less opinions  will  be  dis- 
cussed by  a panel  of  three 
literary  experts.

“In  St.  Urbain’s  Horse- 
man, the  war  has  a haunting 
presence.  The  characters 
missed  the  ‘big  event’”  says 


Professor  Ravvin.  For  these 
characters,  missing  out  on 
the  war  meant  their  lives 
were  wasted,  meaningless. 
“Why  would  a writer  view 
the  past  in  that  way?" 
Ravvin  wonders  if  the 
“guilty  kind  of  remember- 
ing" experienced  by  some 
of  Richler’s  characters  is  a 
particularly  Jewish  response 
on  the  author’s  part  and 
plans  to  examine  that  intel- 
lectual element  in  his  pre- 
sentation. 

Professor  Morra  will 
look  at  Richler's  stand  on 
characters  and  the  compro- 
mises they  make.  In  his 
works,  Richler  “attacks  the 
way  characters  make  com- 
promises and,  as  a result, 
produce  second-rate  art  in 
response  to  Canadian  cul- 
tural demands,"  explains 


Morra.  “Richler  under- 
stands what  it  takes  to  be  a 
good  writer.  You  must 
entertain  and  teach,  main- 
taining a balance  between 
the  two.”

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Ottawa  author  wins  prestigious  award  for  collection  of  short  stories

Last  October  1 1 , Gabriel- 
la  Goliger  must  have 
thought  that  the  path  she'd 
chosen  as  a writer  had  been 
the  right  one,  after  all. 

She  had  just  won  the 
Upper  Canada  Brewing 
Company’s  Writer’s  Craft 
Award  for  her  collection  of 
short  stories.  Song  of  Ascent. 
published  by  Raincoast 
Books.  She  was  being  feted 
in  the  company  of  six  other 
writers  short-listed  for  the 
prize  by  host  Daniel  Richter 
and  judges  of  her  peers. 
With  the  SI 0,000  prize,  she 
had  finally  "arrived"  as  a 
short-story  writer. 

She  may  still  have  had 
her  doubts,  even  though 
some  of  the  book’s  1 1 stories 
had  already  been  published 
independently  over  the  years 
in  literary  journals,  and 
some  had  even  won  prizes, 
including  the  prestigious 
Journey  Prize. 

It  had  taken  Goliger  a 
decade  to  write  the  stories 
and  throughout  those  years, 
prizes  notwithstanding,  she 
had  often  wondered  whether 
what  she  was  doing  made 
sense.  And  whether  it  was  a 
legitimate  “occupation"  for 
her,  or  just  an  indulgent  avo- 
cation. Making  a living 
through  Gabriella  Goliger 
Services  Inc.,  her  writing/ 
editing  company  which 
focussed  primarily  on  gov- 
ernment contracts,  was 
“legitimate"  writing  that 
paid  the  bills.  Creative  writ- 


ing was  a questionable 
enterprise. 

As  a child,  Goliger  never 
really  saw  herself  as  a writer. 
That  wasn't  what  she  inten- 
tionally set  out  to  do  in  her 
life.  Her  ambition,  instead, 
was  not  to  grow  up. 

Gabriella  Goliger  was 
born  in  1949,  in  Italy,  and 
lived  in  Israel  for  most  of  her 
childhood.  Her  family 
moved  to  Montreal  when 
she  was  12  and  Goliger 
spent  her  leenaged  years 
growing  up  on  a street  full  of 
immigrants,  across  from  the 
University  of  Montreal. 
Many  afternoons  were  spent 
playing  in  the  woods  of 
Mount  Royal,  not  far  from 
where  she  lived. 

“It  was  a great  place  for 
daydreaming,”  she  says  of 
Montreal's  beloved  hill. 
"And  I was  a dreamy  child." 

But  children  do  grow  up; 
although  Goliger  did  every- 
thing she  could  to  postpone 
the  inevitable.  “I  tried  hard,” 
she  chuckles.  “I  wanted  to 
go  on  to  graduate  school 
because  that  was  one  way  of 
postponing  growing  up.  I 
was  very  determined." 

With  a BA  in  English 
from  McGill.  Goliger  set  her 
sites  on  Hebrew  University. 
She  took  3 1/2  years  to  com- 
plete its  intensive  Masters  of 
Arts  program,  returning  to 
Montreal  in  1974.  Goliger 
immediately  went  to  work 
for  her  family  in  their  travel 
business  and  headed  up  to 
Baffin  Island  a year  later  to

open  a branch  there  before 
finally  pulling  out  her  pen. 

Her  writing  career  began 
inauspiciously  with  the  com- 
munity newspaper  in  (then) 
Frobisher  Bay.  After  a year 
and  a half  in  the  cold  north, 
Goliger  settled  in  Ottawa 
where  she  worked  as  a 
writer/editor  for  non-profits 
before  starting  her  own  writ- 
ing business.  Only  then, 
while  beginning  to  make  a 
reasonable  living,  did  she 
turn  to  creative  writing. 

It  started  with  a night 
course  at  the  University  of 
Ottawa  with  writer  Frances 
Itani,  well-  known  and  well- 
respected  locally.  Then,  it 
was  a summer  workshop  at 
Queen’s  University  with 
Jane  Urquhart,  a workshop 
in  Saskatchewan,  and  a 
year’s  sabbatical  to  study  at 
Concordia. 

“Always  the  struggle 
was,  ‘Is  this  a real  vocation, 
or  just  a hobby?’”  says 
Goliger.  “1  still  struggle.” 


Her  first  story  was  writ- 
ten in  1993.  Goliger  chose 
the  short-story  form  instead 
of  the  novel  because  she 
liked  the  flexibility  of  the 
genre  and  the  sense  of 
accomplishment  and  com- 
pletion she  felt  each  time  a 
story  was  put  to  paper. 

The  stories  were  written 
independently,  and  it  was 
only  after  completing  a few 
of  them  that  Goliger  could 
see  the  linkage.  She  decided 
to  put  them  into  a collection. 
The  stories  (which  will  be 
reviewed  in  an  upcoming 
issue  of  The  Bulletin)  are 
based  on  her  family  but 
much  is  fictionalized,  she 
claims. 

"I  took  memory  and  real- 
ity and  made  stories  out  of  it. 
Life  is  much  messier  than 
stories  are." 

Goliger  grew  up  in  a 
home  with  parents  who  had 
escaped  the  Holocaust.  Her 
mother  and  father  were  athe- 
ists, yet  Goliger’s  stories  are 
imbued  with  the  Jewish 
experience  and  the  struggle 
for  searching  one's  place  in 
the  Jewish  scheme  of  things. 
Goliger  herself  belongs  to 
the  Reform  synagogue  but 
she  too  - like  some  of  her 
characters  - struggles  with 
the  concept  of  being  Jewish; 
what  it  means  and  all  it 
entails. 

“I  fall  into  the  category 
of  the  ever-questing-for- 
an-identity  Jew,”  muses 
Goliger.  “ It’s  a very  elastic 
and  slippery  thing.  I keep

knocking  my  head  against 
the  fact  that  I’m  more  of  an 
atheist  than  anything.  (Yet]  I 
feel  profoundly  connected  to 
the  Jewish  people  and  to 
their  history." 

Goliger  won’t  reveal  the 
reality  vs.  fiction  equation  of 
her  stories.  Undoubtedly, 
one  overlaps  the  other  close- 
ly. Goliger’s  mother  certain- 
ly found  the  stories  painful 
to  read.  And  in  fact,  it  was 
concern  for  the  reaction  of 
her  family  initially,  which 
made  Goliger  hesitate  to 
publish  the  stories  in  the  first 
place. 

"I  thought,  ‘Well,  if  they 
ever  get  published,  it  will  be 
in  some  obscure  little  Eng- 
lish journal  and  nobody  I 
know  will  read  them-,  and 
that  indeed  happened  for  a 
number  of  years.  But  then 
came  this  opportunity  to 
publish  a book,  and  then  I 


thought,  ‘Well,  if  1 get  pub- 
lished it  will  be  in  some 
obscure  little  book  that 
nobody  1 know  in  my  imme- 
diate family  will  get  hold 
of.’ 

“I  thought  I could  not 
publish,  or  I could  publish 
and  not  tell  them." 

Goliger’s  brother  advised 
her  to  publish  and  tell,  and 
that’s  what  she  did. 

Yet  winning  the  Writer's 
Craft  Award  hasn't  made 
Goliger's  writing  any  easier. 

“It's  still  a constant  strug- 
gle. The  truth  is  no  award  in 
the  world  can  make  the  next 
sentence  you  write  any 
good." 

The  writer  is  working  on 
her  next  collection  of  stories. 
She  hopes  to  someday 
(soon)  write  a novel.  Not 
bad  for  someone  who  never 
intentionally  set  out  to  be  a 
writer  in  the  first  place.

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From  senior  civil  servant  to  chiitiren’s  writer

Jo-Anne  Cohen  Sulzenco 
learned  much  from  her 
father.  Maxwell  Cohen 
(1910-1998),  scholar,  jurist 
and  public  servant  extraordi- 
naire. His  stellar  career 
included  the  deanship  of 
McGill  Law  School,  the 
chairing  of  five  royal  com- 
missions, most  notably  the 
Special  Committee  on  Hate 
Propaganda,  scholar-in-resi- 
dence  at  Ottawa  University 
and  tireless  supporter  and 
adviser  on  legal  matters  to 
numerous  national  Jewish 
organizations.  Internationally 
he  represented  Canada  at  the 
United  Nations,  and  was 
Canadian  chair  of  the  Cana- 
da/ United  States  Internation- 
al Joint  Commission.  In  the 
1980s,  he  served  as  judge  ad 
hoc  to  the  International  Court 
of  Justice  in  The  Hague. 

The  sole  progeny  of 
Maxwell  and  Isle  Cohen, 
Cohen  Sulzenco  admits  to 
living  her  life  on  “fast  for- 
ward.” For  31  years  of  her 
remarkable  groundbreaking 
career  in  the  public  service  of 
Canada  until  her  retirement 
in  the  summer  of  2001, 
Cohen  Sulzenco  worked  as  a 
senior  manager  dealing  with 
complex  policy  issues.  It  was 
during  the  summer  of  1996, 
when  she  was  on  holiday 
with  her  husband,  Andrei, 
and  their  two  children,  Alexa 
and  Ben  that  she  found  her- 
self puzzling  over  the  kind  of 
work  she  was  doing.  “I  was 
sitting  watching  my  husband 
play  ball  with  my  kids,  and  I 
had  a short  story  come  into 
my  head.  I was  so  surprised 
as  I didn’t  know  where  the 
story  was  going  while  I was 
writing  it  down  in  my  note-

book.  It  was  not  a process  I 
was  familiar  with,  except 
when  I wrote  poetry  many 
years  before. 

“It  was  an  amazing 
moment,  which  electrified 
me  on  the  spot  - I decided 
to  reinvent  myself.”  Writing 
poetry,  children’s  stories, 
adult  fiction  and  creative 
non-fiction  were  the  four 
fronts  calling  to  me  - why 
not,  all  four,”  she  offers 
candidly. 

To  test  the  writing 
waters,  she  began  writing 
letters  to  the  editor  at  the 
Citizen  as  JC  Sulzenco. 

“I  did  not  want  to  be 


identified  as  a woman,  only 
as  a writer,  recognized  for 
the  ideas  behind  my  words.” 
My  father  chuckled  over  the 
name  change,  but  he  was 
impressed  by  what  I wrote.” 

Cohen  Sulzenco  stiil 
found  herself  1 glued  to  her 
public  servant’s  career, 
which  in  retrospect  proves 
to  be  exceptional  for  a 
female  civil  servant  of  her 
generation. 

“I  first  worked  in  Con- 
sumer and  Corporate 
Affairs  in  the  heady  days  of 
Ralph  Nader.  I loved  the 
work,  and  the  idea  that  I 
was  doing  service  for  the 


people  of  Canada.  Many  of 
my  colleagues  came  into  the 
government  in  the  early 
1970s  with  the  idea  of 
national  service  having  pri- 
ority over  making  money. 

"I  began  travelling  and 
doing  seminars.  Soon  I 
found  myself  in  communi- 
cations, but  then  it  was 
called  PR.  I was  very  good 
at  it,  but  I didn’t  like  it.  1 felt 
like  I was  in  a sandwich 
between  the  politicians  and 
the  civil  servants  - trying  to 
please  both.” 

Cohen  Sulzenco  career 
assignments  have  included 
a program  where  she  identi- 
fied civil  servants  who  had 
senior  management  poten- 
tial, executive  assistant  to 
the  Deputy  Solicitor  Gener- 
al, the  Privy  Council  Office 
and  the  first  female  at  the 
executive  level  on  a man- 
agement committee  of 
CSIS. 

Looking  back,  she  says, 
“I  must  say  I had  an  incred- 
ible, really  interesting 
career  shaping  government 
policies  and  management 
issues.  1 loved  being  in  the 
heat  of  battle  ...  I still  do  ...”

sive  life  of  the  writer  with 
being  in  the  firing  line  in  the 
public  service  became  a 
major  preoccupation  from 
1996  on.  “I  chose  my  initials 
as  a pen  name  before  J.K. 
Rowling,”  she  smiles. 

Coincidentally.  JC  Sul- 
zenco’s  first  three  books  are 
for  children:  Annabella  and 
The  TyCoon  ( 1 999),  Back  to 
Back  Stories  for  Lilli  and 
Zach!  (2000),  and  Annabel- 
la and  The  Werewolves  of 
Whale  Cove  (2001),  pub- 
lished by  her  very  own, 
independent  publishing 
house,  Blue  Poodle  Books. 

But  JC  Sulzenco,  like  Jo-

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Esther  and  the  adult  version  of  Purim

Purim  is  the  only  holiday 
whose  central  figure  is  a 
woman.  This  is  emphasized 
by  a traditional  drosh  that 
points  out  that  the  Purim 
story  is  told  in  Megillot 
Esther  - not  Megillot 
Mordechai,  or  Mordechai 
and  Esther. 

We’ve  come  to  celebrate 
Purim  as  a children’s  holiday. 
The  kids  dress  up  as  the 
King;  Vashti  - his  beautiful, 
but  rebellious,  first  wife; 
Esther  and  her  uncle 
Mordechai;  and  the  arch-vil- 
lain, Haman.  The  rowdy  hol- 
iday celebration  serves  to 
socialize  new  generations  to 
the  unending  round  of  danger 
and  salvation  in  Jewish  histo- 
ry. Esther  is  a kind  of  Joan  of 
Arc  of  Jewish  survival.  For  a 
very  good  approach  to  Purim 
for  kids,  see  the  colorful 
Torah  Tots  site:  http://www. 
ldrahlols.com/hoIidays/ 
purim/purim /.him 

For  the  adult  version  of 
Purim  the  best  place  to  start 
is,  of  course,  the  bible  itself. 
Megillot  Esther  is  available 
in  an  English  version  at 
hllp:  //www.  us-israel.  org/ 
j source/ 'Bible/ 'Eslher.html. 

How  would  a Cecil  B.  De 
Mille  film  this  traditional 
story  of  court  intrigue,  dan- 
ger, and  the  turning  of  the 
tables  through  bravery  and 


wit?  Esther  is  caught  in  a tri- 
angular male-dominated  con- 
flict. Besides  Mordechai,  the 
triangle  consists  of  the  King 
and  Haman,  the  villain.  For 
King  Achasheurus,  the  De 
Mille  version  of  the  story 
makes  Esther  into  a trophy 
wife,  a more  compliant, 
younger,  more  beautiful  suc- 
cessor to  Vashti.  Haman  is 
ruthlessly  ambitious,  cov- 
etous, and  a thinly  veiled 
sexual  predator  - he  wants  to 
be  honored  by  wearing  the 
king’s  robe,  by  standing  in 
for  the  king;  what  else  does 
he  want  that  the  king  has? 
And  Mordechai  is,  of  course, 
the  good  guy.  But  he  puts 
Esther  into  the  king’s  nuptial 
beauty  contest,  and  he  does 
this  well  before  he  knows 
that  there  is  any  danger  to  the 
Jews  of  Shushan. 

A well-illustrated  intro- 
duction to  the  environment  in 
which  Esther  found  herself  is 
the  on-web  version  of  a 
museum  exhibit  from  Syd- 
ney Australia  on  Cyrus  the 
Great.  Emperor  of  Persia. 
Cyrus  was  a far-seeing,  well- 
meaning  ruler;  in  a decree  he 
issued,  preserved  on  a clay 
cylinder  at  the  British  Muse- 
um (with  a replica  at  the 
United  Nations)  he  makes  a 
basic  declaration  of  human 
rights,  irrespective  of  nation- 


al origin.  The  Sydney  site 
is  at  http://www.oznet.net/ 
cyrus.

but  “look  what  happened.” 

Despite  their  recognition 
that  Esther’s  role  is  high- 
lighted by  the  name  of  the 
scroll,  one  is  troubled  by  the 
way  traditional  interpreta- 
tions deal  with  the  two  cen- 
tral female  characters  who 
propel  the  action  of  the 
Purim  story. 

Vashti’s  act  of  virtue  - 
perhaps  her  only  act  of  of 
overt  resistance  to  sexual 
exploitation-  is  whittled 
away,  and  explained  as  the 
opposite  of  virtuous,  in 
Aish.com’s  retelling  of  her 
story  ( hllp: //www . aish. com/ 
holidays/purim/vil!ainy_of_ 
vashti. asp).  Esther’s  mod- 
esty, of  course,  cannot  be 
questioned,  but  take  a look  at 
what  Chabad  does  in  inter- 
preting Esther’s  role. 
Mordechai,  Esther’s  uncle 
and  guardian,  moves  to  the 
central  role  in  the  story.  As 
Chabad  says,  “Mordechai 
also  played  a role  in  the  sal- 
vation ...  he  was  the  domi- 
nant force  behind  Esther.” 
(hi  Ip: //www.  his.  com/~cha 
bad/purim/woman.  him)  I n 
effect,  both  Esther  and  Vashti

are  seen  as  lacking  in  any 
positive  capabilities  to 
decide  and  act  for  them- 
selves. They  needed  male 
guidance  in  crucial  situations 
where  moral  values  are 
linked  to  courageous  action. 

The  need  to  revise  the 
views  of  both  Vashti  and 
Esther  is  demonstrated  by 
Rabbi  Arthur  Waskow’s  brief 
essay  on  Vashti  as  a feminist 
hero  ( hiip://www.shalomcir. 
org/hlml/seas09  hi  ml). 
Waskow  works  with  the 
Shalom  Center  in  Philadel- 
phia, a self-proclaimed  cen- 
tre of  Jewish  renewal  based 
on  an  approach  to  traditional 
values,  emphasizing  social 
and  environmental  concerns, 
stemming  from  the  activism 
of  Rabbi  Abraham  Joshua 
Heschel. 

Heidi  Hennesey,  a student 
in  a Judaic  studies  group  at 
the  University  of  Wisconsin 
at  Eau  Claire,  has  written  an 
honours  paper  that  carefully 
outlines  the  issues  that  the 
story  of  Esther  presents  in  the 
traditional  interpretations.

It’s  lime  to  consider 
Esther  as  a role  model  for 
adult  behavior.  The  Purim 
story  is  essentially  about  free 
will  and  determinism,  and  at 
its  core,  it  turns  on  the  ques- 
tion of  individual  moral 
autonomy  and  responsibility. 
Gender  stereotypes,  like 
other  stereotypes,  do  more 
harm  then  good.  They  take 
away  the  question  of  individ- 
ual conscience  and  action- 


individuals  are  seen  as  acting 
in  ways  determined  by  the 
group  they  belong  to.  But 
group  behaviour  is  rarely  a 
good  model  for  moral 
courage  or  effective  action 
for  change.

A fresh  look  at  Queen  Esther  and  her  predecessors

In  describing  the  revela- 
tion on  Mt.  Sinai,  the  Torah 
reads,  “Thus  shalt  you  say  to 
the  House  of  Jacob  and  tell 
the  Children  of  Israel.-’  Our 
ancient  scholars  decided 
"the  House  of  Jacob’-  refers 
to  women  while  "the  Chil- 
dren of  Israel"  refers  to  men. 
Women,  in  other  words, 
were  the  first  to  receive 
Torah  at  Mt.  Sinai. 

Given  that  scenario,  it 
seems  fitting  to  suggest  that 
in  preparing  for  Purim,  our 
one  holiday  celebrating  a 
heroine,  we  might  want  to 
take  a fresh  look  at  Queen 
Esther  and  her  biblical  pre- 
decessors. The  following 
exciting,  memorable  book  is 
an  excellent  starting  point. 
Daughters  Of  Fire 
Heroines  Of  The  Bible 
By  Fran  Manushkin 
Illustrated  by  Uri  Shulevitz 
Silver  Whistle/Harcourt  Inc. 
2001 

76  pps.  Ages  8 and  up 


While  it  is  tempting  to 
describe  Daughters  Of  Fire 
as  a retelling  of  Jewish  bible 
stories  that  feature  women, 
to  do  so  would  be  as  mis- 
leading as  describing  challah 
as  just  another  loaf  of  bread. 
Daughters  Of  Fire  has  atam, 
a flavour  that  is  as  distinc- 
tive, beautiful  and  delicious 
as  the  sweetest  twisted  chal- 
lah. 

Its  recipe  sounds  easy. 
Take  a bible  story,  add  a bit 
of  this  and  that  from  the  Tal- 
mud and  Mishnah,  season 
with  borrowings  from  leg- 
ends and  folklore,  mix  with 
a healthy  splash  of  modem 
Jewish  feminism  and  cre- 
ative personal  interpretation, 
and  behold,  a new  Midrash. 

Writing  lyrically  to 
reflect  the  power,  splendour 
and  grace  of  her  fiery  sub- 
jects, Manushkin  presents 
each  woman’s  role  and  char- 
acteristics, though  unique  in 
specifics,  as  an  extension  of 


God’s  plan  and  her  prede- 
cessors’ actions.  Each  makes 
choices  that  affect  untold 
generations  to  come. 

The  story  of  Eve  sets  the 
tone  and  themes.  Fire 
images  abound  as  celestial 
light,  a wandering  body  of 
“living  waters,”  and  a desire 
for  knowledge  begin  in  the 
Garden  of  Eden.  When  Eve 
is  expelled,  she  takes  those 
features  of  Eden  with  her. 

Over  the  generations  they 
assume  different  shapes  and 
functions  but  their  lineage  is 
constant.  Sarah’s  desire  for 
knowledge  leads  her  to  a 
belief  in  a single  God.  She 
adds  courage,  loyalty,  faith 
and  hospitality  to  the  mix. 
Deeds  of  kindness,  lighting 
Shabbat  candles,  and  prayer 
begin  with  Sarah. 

Eden’s  celestial  light 
becomes  the  spark  in  Shab- 
bat candles  and  the  Cloud  of 
Glory  that  crowns  the  tents 
of  Sarah  and  Rebecca.  It 
guides  the  Hebrews  fleeing 
Egypt,  and  engulfs  Mt. 
Sinai,  and  the  Tabernacle. 
The  “living  waters”  save 
Hagar  and  Jshmael,  honour 
Miriam,  and  on  and  on. 

Throughout  the  stories  of 
the  matriarchs  and  their  suc- 
cessors all  too  human  stories

of  rivalries  and  barrenness 
intertwine  with  spiritual 
strivings  and  achievements. 

In  two  time  periods, 
women  are  honoured  as  a 
group:  “The  Women  of  the 
Exodus”  and  “The  Women 
in  the  Wilderness.”  The  for- 
mer group  resists  Pharoah’s 
decrees  that  would  have 
killed  off  the  ancient 
Hebrews  by  persisting  to 
have  children.

"Afterwards”  provides  addi- 
tional food  for  thought  about 
the  relevance  of  those 
Daughters  Of  Fire  for 
today’s  young  people.  Bravo 
to  both!

Soup  to  Nuts 


I can’t  remember  where  I first  saw  this  recipe,  but  I 
tucked  it  away  to  share  with  all  you  chocolate  lovers  out 
there.  You  can  substitute  any  kind  of  filling  for  the  choco- 
late nut  paste.  Try  a Reece’s  mini  peanut  butter  cup  or  a 
square  of  Caramilk  bar.  Any  kind  of  chocolate  works. 

These  will  disappear  fast  but  they’re  rich  so  a taste  goes 
a long  way!  And  for  those  of  you  who  like  to  stick  to  a more 
traditional  hamentaschen  recipe  here  is  a wonderful  filling 
made  of  dried  cranberries.  Happy  Purim! 


Chocolate  Hamantaschen 
I cup  unsalted  butter 

1 1/2  cups  sugar 

2 eggs 

1/2  cup  milk  or  water 
2 tsp  vanilla  extract 
1/2  cup  unsweetened  cocoa  powder 
4 cups  flour 
1/4  tsp  salt 

2 1/2  tsp  baking  powder 

Chocolate  nut  paste,  Reece's  mini  peanut  butter  cups,  or 
Caramilk  squares 

1 egg  yolk  beaten  with  I tbsp  water  for  egg  wash 
Sugar 

Cream  the  butter  and  sugar  in  the  processor  until 
smooth.  Add  eggs  and  process  until  incorporated.  Add  milk 
or  water  and  vanilla.  Process  On/Off  until  combined.  If 
mixture  seems  curdled,  add  a bit  of  flour  to  thicken  it.  Add 
the  cocoa,  flour,  salt  and  baking  powder.  Process  just  until 
it  becomes  a soft  dough.  Transfer  dough  to  a lightly  floured 
work  surface  and  knead  gently  to  form  into  a large  smooth 


round.  Divide  dough  in  two  pieces,  wrap  in  plastic  and  chill 
for  10  to  20  minutes.  Preheat  oven  to  350°. 

Stack  two  baking  sheets,  one  inside  another  to  make  a 
thicker  base  to  prevent  burning.  Line  the  top  baking  sheet 
with  parchment. 

Roll  dough  on  a lightly  floured  board  to  about  1/8”.  Cut 
into  3”  circles  with  a cookie  cutter  or  open  end  of  a drink- 
ing glass.  To  prevent  sticking,  dip  glass  or  cutter  into  a bit 
of  flour  before  making  circles.  Brush  rounds  with  egg 
wash.  Fill  with  a generous  teaspoonful  of  chocolate  nut 
paste  or  other’filling  of  choice.  Bring  up  three  sides  to  make 
a triangle.  Brush  filled  pastry  with  egg  wash  and  sprinkle 
with  sugar  if  desired.  Bake  in  top  third  of  oven  for  1 8 to  25 
minutes.  Watch  carefully  to  make  sure  they  don’t  bum. 
Cool  thoroughly  before  serving. 

Cranberry  Hamantaschen  Filling 
1/4  cup  lemon  juice 
1/2  cup  orange  juice 
1/4  cup  water 
Zest  of  one  orange 
1/4  tsp  vanilla  or  orange  extract 
Pinch  cinnamon 
1/3  cup  sugar,  or  to  taste 
2 cups  dried  cranberries 
I cup  yellow  raisins 

1/2  cup  finely  chopped  walnuts  (optional) 

Place  water,  orange  juice,  lemon  juice,  cranberries, 
sugar  and  raisins  in  a non-aluminum  saucepan  and  combine 
over  low  heat.  Stir  often  with  a wooden  spoon  for  about  8 
to  12  minutes.  Add  water  if  mixtures  appears  to  be  drying 
or  thickening  too  quickly.  Remove  saucepan  from  stove  and 
let  mixture  cool  for  about  5 minutes.  Place  mixture  in  a 
food  processor  and  add  walnuts  if  using.  Process  to  make  a 
paste.  Add  additional  water  or  orange  juice  if  mixture 
requires  thinning.  Taste  mixture  and  add  additional  sugar  if 
needed.  Can  be  chilled  for  2 weeks  in  airtight  container,  or 
frozen  until  needed.  If  chilled  filling  is  too  stiff  to  spread, 
loosen  with  some  warm  water  or  juice.  Recipe  can  be  dou- 
bled.

The  Gilbert  Greenberg 
Education  Fund  (GGEF) 

Would  you  like  to  open  your  own  Founda- 
tion fund  and  leave  a legacy  of  $100,000  or 
more  to  Jewish  education  for  as  little  as  $19  a. 
year,  tax  deductible?  If  you  are  a younger  cou- 
ple (under  40)  you  can  through  the  GGEF. 

The  Gilbert  Greenberg  Education  Fund 
was  created  with  the  goal  of  assisting  in  pro- 
viding affordable  Jewish  education  for  ever)' 
child  in  our  community.  The  fund  is  being 
built  through  the  vehicle  of  life  insurance  poli- 
cies. To  participate,  you  purchase  a $100,000 
life  insurance  policy  naming  the  OJCF  as 
owner/beneficiary.  You  pay  the  annual  premi- 
ums and  receive  an  annual  tax  receipt  from  the 
OJCF.  The  proceeds  from  the  policy  will 
eventually  go  to  support  Jewish  education. 

For  a young  couple  a joint  insurance  poli- 
cy is  very  affordable.  Depending  on  age. 
annual  premiums  can  be  as  low  as  $319.  To 
make  them  even  more  affordable,  the  OJCF 
offers  supplements  of  approximately  $300 
annually  to  help  couples  pay  their  premiums. 
Thus,  with  the  aid  of  the  supplement,  a couple 
can  leave  a legacy  of  $100,000  for  Jewish 
education  by  making  an  annual  contribution  of 
as  little  as  $19. 

As  well,  a perpetual  fund  will  immediatel} 


be  established  in  your  name  in  the  OJCF  with- 
out any  additional  endowment.  You  and  your 
family  and  friends  can  participate  in  the  Foun- 
dation’s donor  card  program  and  make  contri- 
butions at  any  time. 

The  Goldfarb  Family  Insurance  Plan 

This  program  is  geared  towards  people  in 
the  35  - 55+  age  range  who  would  like  to  leave 
a legacy  of  $100,000  for  the  welfare  of  the 
Ottawa  Jewish  Community  It  also  uses  the 
vehicle  of  life  insurance  policies  to  create 
these  legacies. 

A fund  established  by  Saul  and  Edna 
Goldfarb  will  provide  annual  subsidies  of 
approximately  $500  each  to  help  pay  the 
premiums  of  couples  who  purchase  life 
insurance  policies  of  $100,000  in  the  name 
of  the  OJCF. 

Couples  who  participate  in  this  program 
will  be  asked  to  pay  a minimum  annual  por- 
tion of  their  premiums  of  at  least  $50,  tax 
deductible.  If  they  should  wish  to  buy  the  pol- 
icy up  front  or  over  a period  of  a few  years,  the 
Goldfarb  Family  Insurance  Fund  will  provide 
them  with  a supplement  of  up  to  $2000. 

Again,  a Foundation  fund  will  immediate- 
ly be  established  in  the  name  of  each  partici- 
pant in  this  program. 

The  B’nai  Mitzvah  Club 

Saul  and  Edna  Goldfarb  founded  this  club 
which  now  has  20  members.  It  encourages 
bar/bat  mitzvah  youth  to  establish  a Founda- 
tion fund  in  honour  of  their  simchah,  by  offer- 
ing matching  endowment  contributions.  A 
bar/bat  mitzvah  fund  can  be  established  with  a 
minimum  endowment  of  $500.  With  the 
matching  grant,  a youth  can  establish  his/her 
own  Foundation  fund  with  a gift  of  as  little  as 
$250.  tax  deductible.  The  hope  is  that  the  fund 
will  grow  with  the  youth  and  encourage  life- 
long habits  of  tzedakah.
